The total debit in the Account furnished exceeds the actual receipt by £. 3,863. 1 0., as the credit includes the 
whole amount of interest on debts, which necessarily required that the unpaid dividends should be added to 
the charge-side of the Account j and a small diftorence is also caused by omitting from Receipt sums 
received for fees and for waste-paper, which are deducted in the details of Expenditure, lessening its true 
amount. The Abstract shows the actual Receipt and Expenses. 

The items in the Abstract marked thus* are not in the details of the Account furnished, but (mly in the 
general statement, on which the Treasurer’s Balance has been struck. 

The Receipt does not include a sum of £. 2,800 under the head of Loan at ••,wLich, by a note appended to the 
printed cimy of the Account, appears to have been borrowed from seven members of the Town Council, to 
removea Receiver appointed by the Court of Chancery, and is secured by an assignment of several judg^ 
ments chargeable on Ike Corporate Property. 

Several heads of expense are introduced into the Abstract, and no sums are opposite to th^ has been 
done^ as this Abstract is only part of a series to be presented to Parliament, and the form adopted is necessary 
for comparing the expenses of the several Boroughs.
